GOLD. BXNPORT TAX. 
Ivis gratifying to Know that this tax is grow- 
ing in favor amongst that class who will be most 
directly affected by it, nnd ouly needs to be un- 
derstood fh order to cammend itself to the good 
sense of the entire community; - Its growing popu- 
larity amongst those engajeil in, mining: may,’ to 
some extent, bo attribated to the fact that. the 
recently imposed Registration Fee has_ proved 
peculiarly obuoxiens to them. 


his fee, it will 


be remembered, was originated liy the late Gor- 


ernor, and iniposed ip liew of the export tax. 
There is now a strong feeling in favor ofliaving 
the Registration Fee done away. with, and, if 
necessary, the Other substituted. We believe 
that the miners,.jas a class, are gufficiently taxed 
now—too much 80, inderd,—and it is not, there- 
fore, as an-additional/ burden that we would ad- 
yocate this measure, bat; on the contrary, chiefly 
for the purpose of equalizing and lightening the 
present burden. Under the existing system of 
revenoc the poor, unfortunate miner, who spends 
his all in an unstecessful search for gold, pays 
jost 2s mach towards the revenue of the Colony 
as his more fortunate heighbor who succeeds in 
taking ‘oat his $10,000, $20,000 or $100,000. 
The Colony, as yat, produces only gold, and the 
nearer.we ean approximate the tax paid by each 
individual to the amonpt of gold he carries out 
of the country the.better. So far as mining in 
Cariboo is concerned jt is, unfortunately, the few 
who are snecessfal; probably nat over ten per

Bushby, after an absence of one month and: 26 
days, daring which he has visited the Kootenais 
mines. Mr. Birch left on the 3lst August and 
arrived here on Wednesday morning, having 
come from Hope inaranoe. The trip was a 
somewhat rough and trying one, and during it 
the packer to the expedition, Mr. Perrier, gave 
out, and Mr. Evans, a trarcling companion, was 
obliged to make a halt at Sooyios Like on the 
return trip. Mr. Bushby looked considerably 
knocked up, but Mr. Birch Jooked even. more 
fresh and hearty than befure/starting. The news

Advices just received from Cariboo arc of a 
more cheering character so far as the mines are 
concerned.

out in search of him, but withvot result, op to 
latest dates. Mr. Pin isa Frenchman, and has 
been very largely engaged in commercial trans- 
actions upon the creek.. He is said to have i 
his possession # very large amount of notes of 
hand. Financial embarrassment is assigned as 
the canse. , 

From Canyon Creek the news is excellent. In 
the diggings recently struck there very rich pros- 
pects had been obtained. The gold is coarse, 
many of the pieces weighing two, three and four 
pennyweights, and it is expected that in the spring 
these diggings will attract mach attention. 


From Cunninghain Creck the news is also very: 


encouraging. ‘The high expectations excited re- 
specting this creek during the past season are 
likely to be fully realized next season. Some of 
the ground is yielding famously now. Commis 
sioner O'Reilly was expected to leave for winter 
quarters here about to-day.
